Rast (PGPub. 2002/0021269) discloses, in FIG. 3, a counter using nonvolatile memory 
cells (monotonous counter), but Rast does not disclose those nonvolatile memory cells 
containing polys ilicon resistor. 

Abadeer et al. (U.S. Patent 5,334,880) disclose, in FIG. 3, programmable storage element 
(memory cell) comprising polysilicon resistor. 

However, Rast and Abadeer et al., taken individually or in combination, do not teach the 
claimed invention of the polysilicon resistor programmable by irreversible decrease in its value.
